New York,' March 14.— The steamship

London, Maroh l-i, — Mr. Labouohere in 
introducing hia amendment in favor of 
abolishing the veto power of the House uf 
LocdSijaaid that he was one of 'the many 
who were dissatisfied with the manner in 
which the Liberal party had been trans- 
forrod to its now loader, '^'hat, he aakod, 
had they been engaged in throughout tho 
evening, except discussing tho words uaed 
by Lord Rosebery in the House of Lords. 
Personally, as a supremely simple person 
(laughter) he gave the words their plain 
moaning, Theroforo ho concurred with Mr, 
Redmond in saying tliat tho position of 
Homo Rule had been entirely changed by 
tlio remarks of Lord Roaebery yesterday, 
(Cries of no, no.) What, he aakod, were 
tho facts ? Ho understood that Homo Rule 
depended upon un Engliah majority in ita 
favor. If that were the fact, why had tho 
time of tho last acsuion been woated over a 
bill that did not yet have a Britieh majority '! 
Why, lio inquired, should tho Houeu 
of Lords be consulted on the question of 
Homo Rule? Mr. Gladstone had declared 
that Home Rulo wtta the abaoluto right of 
Ireland without any roferonoo to a inojority 
of tho United Kinfjdom. For Lord Roae- 
bery to say that Homo Rulo could not be 
granted until it had an English majority 
was a dlatinct retrogression of party policy, 
(Choera from tho Irish beuohcs), Hia con- 
stituents had given him a positive mandate 
that if there was no declaration in the 
Queen's speech in favor of Homo Rulo, or no 
distinct anuouncemeat that tho cabinet 
meant fight against the House of Lords, he 
must move an amendment to the address 
regarding tho Lords, and why should ho 
hesitate ? (Cheers). There could not pos- 
sibly be a worse body of men 
to perform what were the supposed duties 
of the second chamber, than tho present 
Lords. He, for ono, was tired of souring 
sound Radical liquor into a vat with a bung 
like Lord Salisbury ready to let it all out, 
( Laughter, ) It was said that object lessons 
like tho House of Lords were required by 
the country. The Radicals had had enough 
of these object lessons, and were not ready 
to go into a figbt.to crush the House of Lords. 
The existing state of things was intolerable. 
He favered the absolute abolition of the 
House pf Lords, but was still ready to au- 
ospt a paralysis of their veto power. He 
could not for a moment suppoaa that tho 
Lords themselves would prefer abolition 
to being kept like rooks in a rookery, sim- 
ply to sit and complain. 

Sir William Haroourt said he could not 
understand tho process by which Mr. La- 
bouohere reckoned to acbievo his object. 

Mr. L'ibouchero said he had a list of 500 
stalwarts who were pledged to vote for tho 
abolition ot tho House of Lords, if thoy 
were sent there. (Loud laughter.) 

Sir William Harcourt aaid tho method 
was impracticable. It must be left to the 
Government to find a means to put an end 
to tho intolerable situation, 

When the division was taken 117 mcni- 
bera voted in f.'.vor of tho Libouchero 
amendment and 145 against it, 

There was much exciloment in tho lobbies 
after the annoiuiceinent of tho veto. Tho 
division was moved purposely during tho 
dinner hour, when one-half of tlvj membora 
were absent;. Mr. Labouchoro wuh coiij^rat- 
ulated on hia victory, and «'aa chLillinjjly 
aaked when ho would undertake the forma- 
tion of a ministry. The majority of the 
Ministerialista did not approve Mr. Labou- 
ohero's violory, but they nro perplexed over 
thn Government's defeat. In looking up 
precedents it has been found that the only 
way of getting rid of an amendmeut like 
Mr. Laboucheru's is by having the house 
vote on tho address aa a whole. 

When tho debate ou tho addresa was ro- 
aumfd, Mr. Joseph Kenny (Parnelliie) 
moved an amendment to tho effect that tho 
time had come when the cases of prisoners 
oonvloted under tho Treason-Felony Act 
might be advantageously reconsidered. 
Messrs. William Field and John Redmond 
(Parnollites) supported tho motion. Mr. 
Asquith, Homo Seorotary, said that the de- 
clarations made on the subject a year ago 
still expressed the views of tho Govern- 
ment. He regretted to say that, having re- 
gard to the peculiar atrocity and exoaption- 
al wiukedneas of the crimes referred to, the 
Government could not accept _the amend- 
ment. 

After Messrs. Timothy Harrington (Par- 
nollite), T. M. Healy (anli-Parnellite) and 
Cliurles Conybcaro (R.idie;il) had apoUrn in 
support of the amendment tho division was 
taken and tl.o amendment was rejected by a 
vote of 2S(J to 90 

Mr. Juhn J. Cluncy (Parnollite) then 
moved an amendment impugning the Gov- 
ernment for virtually conlinuing iu Ireland 
tho nicthoJa of tho lato Government. The 
amendment wua aeonnded by Mr, Timothy 
H.irrini;ton. 

The Right Hon. A. J. B.ilfour, Coaserva- 
tivo leader, interposed to ask tho Govern- 
ment what its intentions were with reapoot 
to ita defeat on Mr. Labouohero'a motion. 

Sir William Harcourt, chancellor of tho 
exchequer and Government leader, replied 
that tho Govornmont intended to proceed 
with tho current buainesa. Mr. John 
Morley, chief secretary for Ireland, then 
replied to tho charges mado by Mr. Clancy. 
Mr. Joaoph Chamberlain, Liberal Unioniat 
leader, followed Mr. Morley and moved that 
tho debate ba adjourned. The motion was 
agreed to by Sir William Haroourt. Mr. 
Balfour expressed the hope that the Govern- 
ment would bo prepared to state its policy 
to- morrow. 

The House of CdmmoDS wbb crowded to- 
day. Sir W. Haroourt announced that 
tho Government 'bad. decided that tho 
amending of tho address in reply to the 
Queen's speech last evening did nob show 
maturo consideration. Tho Government 
proposed to present tho now address merely 
to ttoknowledgo tho speech from tho throne. 

Hon. A. J. Balfour, Conaorvotivo leader, 
said tho opposition had no desire to take ad- 
vantage of tho Government's difficulty, but 
were prepared to assist in extracting them 
from it. 

Henry Labouohere, amid cheers and 
laughter, defended hia amendment. He 
said it was not intended to binder tho 



ministers in regard to thoso purely formal 
documents, tho Queen's speech and 'the 'ad* 

drcaa in reply thereto. 

Hon. Joa. Chamberlain said the vote laat 
evening must either bo rescinded or remain 
in tho ahapo of a vote of want of confidence. 
(Gheors.) It was obvious tho Government 
ought to dissolve Parliament and seek a 
frosh mandate from the country. (Loud 
and oontinuod cheers.) 

Sir W, V. Haroourt's motion to r,;acind 
tho amended address and substitute one 
acknowledging tho Queon'a speech was 
agreed to without division. Ruasol, Iriah 
Unioniat, continued tho debate on tho ad- 
dress. 

British army estimates for the coming 
fiscal year ahow an incroaao of £278,100, 

A reprcseutativo of tlio Ohroniole cx- 
preasoa tha opinion that notwithstanding 
tho earncsb entreaties Lord Roaebery has 
received to remain at hia post, tho now Pre- 
mier will shortly resign. Ho boses this 
opinion on tho widKsproad irritation created 
among Irish and other parties by Rosebery's 
spcoch. Balfour is said to have denounced 
the Tories' abstention from voting on La- 
bouchore'a amendment aa merely to embar- 
rass the Government. 

In Truth to-day Labouohere says Rose- 
bery's accession to the Premiership was a 
skilfully contrived conspiracy. Rosobory 
haa a dangerous amount of ability and thorc- 
foro his soleotion pleases the Tories. 

The Daily News, in commenting on tho 
division on Mr. Labouohere's amendment, 
eays that the result is significant of public 
opinion; that the adoption of the amend- 
mout will do the Govcrsment no harm, but 
will stimulate the agitation -afjaiDst tho 
House of Lords. 

Tho Morning Post says of the adoption of 
Mr. Labouchere's amendment ; "An amoud- 
mont to the Address, aucoessfuUy carried, 
has always been treated as fatal to the Gov- 
ernment, and resignatioki has immediately 
followed. Lord Bosebery and bis colleagues 
can hardly Tail to treat tho matter seri- 
ously." 

Tho Daily Nows, Liberal, says *of tho 
approval of tho cabinet's aubstitute address : 
" The solution of tho dillioulty is not only 
tho best that could be found, but it is aUo 
convincing proof that the defeat of tho 
Government implies no split in. the Liberal 
party." 

Tho Standard, Conservative, says of tho 
Government's course in the House of 
Commons yesterday : " Whatever ap- 
plause tho Government might have 
gained from certain quarters by denouncing 
tho House of Lorda, they have assuredly for- 
feited by this exposure of their insincerity. 
They have brought disaster upon them- 
selves, ond they fully deserve tho ridiculo 
which thoy will have to endure." 

Tho Daily Chronicle, advanced Liberal, 
says: "If tho Government is going to 
be a stable one, tho sorry situation 
created on Tuesday must have no 
successor. Wo warn tho Government 
that the Liberals cannot win tho next elec- 
tion unless a clear statement of policy re- 
specting the Hcuso of Lords be put before 
the countoy, -which ,will not' be satisfipd with 
the existing expressions of publib opinion. "

ANAIICHIST SEIZDBE8.

Rome, March 14. — Many anarchist sus- 
pects have been arrested since yesterday 
noon, Most of tho arrests wore preventa- 
tive measures, although several were made 
in tho hope of throwing some light on the 
Monte di Citori outrage. Much com- 
promising literature was found in the 
lodgings of the prisoners. Besides 
numerous receipts for making bombs, the 
police have letters and records which thoy 
think contirni the formir reports of an ex- 
tensive conspiracy against tho authorities 
throughout tho larger part of I;aiy, Tho 
writ'jra of the letters are supposed 
to hr.vo been implicated in the xilot, whoBO 
head was Deputy do Folico. Many of tho 
papers will be laid before tho Grown proeo- 
cutors, who aro expected to conduct tho 
proacoutiou of the accialist leader. Two 
of tho anarchists were arrested to- 
dny. They had consigned a box contain- 
ing a bomb to a match seller. Among tho 
lei:ilot8 seized was a red and white poster, 
which urged tho working people to revolt, 
throw open tho prison gates, pil- 
lago and set firo to tho shops, 
cut all tho telegraph and cable wires 
in order that the Govornmont might bo pre- 
vented from oallint! in reijimenta from the 
provinces. Plaoards of similar import were 
posted last night in several parts of the city, 
but were torn down by the police before 
morning, , ^ A ; 

CANADIAN-ATLANTIO STEAMSHIPS. 

Blval Forts of Call Present Tlieir Claims to 
Mr. Hnddart, of the New line. 

LoNnoN, March 14 — A deputation from 
tho Cork Chamber of Commerce boarded tho 
steamship Teutonio on her arrival at Queens- 
town yesterday, and oalling npon Mr. 
Jamea Huddart, the promoter of the Cana- 
dian Paoifio mail route between England 
and Australia, pointed out to him tho ad- 
vantages of Queenstown as a port of call for 
tho new Canadian lino. Mr. Huddart was 
also called upon by a delegate from Milford 
Haven, who pointed out tho advantages of 
tho Welsh port. Mr. Huddart promiacd to 
consider tho claims of both ports. Ho will 
proceed to London at once and confer there 
with Sir Charles Tupper, the Canadian 
High Commissioner. 

RUSSIAN NIHILISTS. 

Eiicouutor With Police In Warsaw— Thoy 
■\Vcro Surprised While Printing EevD- 
lutloiiary Pamphlets. 

London, March 14. — The Berlin corres- 
pondent of tho Daily News gives an aceouut 
of a fight between policemen and Nihilists 
in Warsaw, Russian Poland, laat week. 
Moat of tho Nihilists wero students; seveial 
of them wero women. Tho police surprised 
them iu an old convent, where 
all wore busy printing revolutionary 
manifesto and making infernal maohincs. 
The Nihilists were armed and began firing 
as soon as they found. ' themselres sur- 
rounded. A female atndent emptied a re- 
volver into a group of advancing policemen 
killing two outright. Three Nihilists woro 
shot. The rest were captured^ and im-

Arrival of Senators and Members- 
Opposition to French Treaty— The 
"Journal "Non-Salted, " 

(Prom Our Own Corrospondont.) 
Ottawa, March 14— -Tho Dominion Par- 
liament opens to-morrow. In tho spoeoh 
from the throne Lord Abocdeon will express 
gratification that the volume of trade for the 
puBt year is tho largest in the history of the. 
Dominion. Canada's progress continues to 
show every mark of stability and perman- 
ence, and is a cause for thankfulness. Tho 
Canadian people uhare in a very great 
degree from the auferiogswhioh have visited 
the population' of' other oonn'triea -during 
many months past. Tho commercial depres- 
sion prevailing abroad could not but affoob 
tho buaiueas of the Dominion, although tho 
country ia free from any oxtongivc financial 
diaaater or wideaproad distresa. Tho 
revenues of tho year are ample for all ser- 
vices. Tho peaceful conelusiou of the 
Behring Sea controversy haa removed the 
only Bourco of contention which existed be- 
tween Great Britain and tho United States 
with regard to Canada, ond thoro ia every 
reason to beliuve that Her Majoaty'a Gov- 
ornmont will obtain redreaa for thoso Gana- 
diana who wero deprived of their property 
and liberty without a juat cause while the 
controversy was in progress, A bill for the 
revision of the customs duties will bo sub- 
mitted with a view to meet the changea which 
have been effected in business operations of 
all kinds throughout tho Dominion while 
the Government do nob prjjpose to change 
tho principles on which tho existing onuot- 
menta on ihia subject are based.

Admiral da Gania'a Proposals Being 
Bpjeeted by Feixoto. He Jleserts 
the Insnrgeritis^ ; : - ^ ' 



Upverninent Jessels Find the Forts 
Fea«efal ATOcatibns.'-' 



■Wasiiinqton, March 14— Tho State 
department received two important dis- 
patches from Minister Thompson, at Rio, on 
Monday. Ibe firat one stated that Admiral 
Sdldanhn da Gama had ofFdted; through the 
Portuguese nnval commander, to turn over 
to the government all the forts In the bay 
now in the hands of the Insurgents, and all 
warships which have been made under their 
command, aud to surrender the garrison of 
the forts and the crews of the vessels to the 
authorities, on the oondilion that da Qama 
apd his foroea be allowed to leave the coun- 
try under Portuguese proteotion, and that 
the rebellious soldiers and sailors bo spared 
their lives. This meaaago was brought to 
Prosidont Poixoto by the Portuguoso ollicor 
in person. According to the second dis- 
patch Admiral da Gama hud loft his ship 
and gone on board the Portuguese vessel an 
an asylum. 

Secretary Gresham received a long cipher 
dispatch from Minister Thompson this after- 
noon, saying that President Feixoto had re- 
fused d'V Qaitiu's terms of surrender, and 
that the forta had opened Are on the luourg- 
cnta with a determination to force them 
into an unconditional surrender. The final- 
ly revised translation of the dispatch was 
given as follows : "The forts loyal to the 
government oommenoed firing on the in- 
Bargents to-d«y at noon. Xbe insurgents 
have not returned the fife. The govern- 
ment has refused terms of capitulation 
ofifered by da Qama, and annonnoea that it 
will oommenoe firing from the oity batteries 
at 3 o'clock this afternoon. The oity of Bio 
is practically deserted." 

tieorotary Gresham and hta advisers were 
literally astounded by the dispatch. 
Although the dispatches received Monday 
from Minister Thompson sufifered consider- 
ably in transmission, or else in putting them 
into cipher at Rio, enough waa learned from 
those parts which were deciphered to justify 
the interpretation placed on them tnat da 
Gama had consented to become an exile and 
deliver up hia vessola on tlie solo con- 
dition that the lives of hia followers 
would bo spared. It waa not for an instant 
doubted that these terms would prove 
acceptable to Peixoto, and that he would 
promptly grant the partial amenesty which 
was considered so reasonable. 

The officials here to-day were congratu- 
lating eoch other that the troublea aud dis- 
orders along the Brazilian Coast was surely 
settled, and that commerce would no longer 
be hampered. At a cabinet meeting this 
morning, everyone present expressed satis- 
faction that the end had been reached. An 
hour later a messenger from the State De- 
partment hurried over to the White House 
with the latest news which upset all pre- 
vious calculations. The Navy Department, 
which had been annoyed at the failure of 
Admiral Benham to confirm the pleasing 
news of the day before, had suggested the 
explanation that he was probably too far 
down the bay to learn what information was 
Bcoessible to .Minister Thompson in the oity, 
but confidence was expressed that the ne- 
cessity for maintaining the United States 
fleet in its present proportions was on the 
eve of disappearing. The next dispatch 
from the Admiral, however, dated March 
13, said : " Notace has been given by this 
Oovemment that the bombarding of the in- 
■argent ships and forts will oammenoeat 
high noon March 13. Insurgent Admiral 
da Gama has taken refage. on board the 
Portuguese man-of-war. On istfuiry, I find 
he is not on board yet." 

New Vobe, March 14.— -The attempt of 
Admiral da Gama to snrrender to tiie 
Brazilian Government was' discussed by 
military and naval people last evening. An 
army officer who enjoys on enviable reputa- 
tion said : " Admiral da Gama placed him- 
self in a most ridiculous position, and the 
Government could nou do otherwise than go 
oa with the preparations which have been 
made. The idea of Admiral da Gama's 
abandoning hia fleet and seeking protection 
on a foreign man-of-war, leaving hia officera 
and men to shift for themselves, ia prepos- 
terous. It stamps liim practically as a de- 
serter. Hia prcaeni; position, if roporta are 
true, has not a parallel in modern naval his- 
tory. If hehadmadeuphia mind thatthetimo 
had come to aurrender ho ought to have 
communicated with President Peixoto hf 
fl.ig of truoo, remaining on board his own 
Iltgahip until arrangem-.ula had been made. 
Ha not only compromifietl himself, but he 
placed hia officers and men in the position 
of pirates deserted by their leader and left 
to take care of themaelvca aud save their 
necks us host they oouUI. 

"Pieaident Poixoto wub quite right in pay- 
ing no attention to the unuditional aurreu- 
dor, and has nothing to do but go on with 
the preparations which have been made. Tha 
course affairs will naturally take now is that 
eventually somo oUlcer of the abandoned 
fleet will go oshoro under a flig of truce and 
nnoonditlonally surrender the fleet." 

At the oaSee exchange the following dis- 
patch from Rio de Janeiro was road this 
afternoon J "The fleet has yielded; da 
Gama has fled." 

Rio Janmko, March 14. — The Govern- 
ment forces began active operations against 
the insurgents at noon yeaterduy, the -18 
hours notice given by President Peixoto 
having expired. The hill top battorien 
opened fire at 3 p in. No reply was .-nado 
by the insurgents. The Government veaaola 
entered the harbor at 5 o'clock, but did not 
fire. They found Iforts Villcgaignon and 
Cobras abindoncd by the inBurgonta. The 
fleet waa greeted with choera from thousands 
of people on the hill tops, and with salutes 
from all the fortB, Tho insurgent ships 
meanwhile hid themselves among tho mor- 
ohant vessels lying in the bay. Admiral da 
-Gama is reported to have fled aboard tho 
French warship. 

Floriano Poixoto ia triumphant. Tho in- 
surgent vessels finally surrendered last 
night without having answered to a single 
, shot from the Government hill top batteries. 
Xhe report that Admiral da Gama had fled 
was oonfltmed this morning. He sought 
safety on the French cruiser Mngon. The 
- AmeriaanofSoera of the Government war 
ships came ashore this afternoon. They re 
port that tho crews of tho vessela ore well, 
and delighted that they won without a 
fight. Excepting tho ofiicers, nobody aboard 
Poixoto's men-of-war seem to have been 
eager for battle. In coming -up the harbor 
thia morning the Government fleet saluted 
the U. .S. dig and Rear-Admiral Ben- 
ham. Tlio U. S. Il--et will diaporso 
soon. Q'ho end of tho insuigont power in 
tho harbor hna been wulcomod with joy In 
the city, Exchange hos improved twenty 
five per cent. Buiiuesa ia aa usual. Not a 
symptom of diaorder has oppoarod in the 
city. The people are preparing to celebrate 
the oollapBO of the ineurrection. The

cause, are reported to bo in Southern Bmzu- 
ian waters. Bath are said to be disabled. 
Admiral Mello has been seen in the streets 
of Montevideo, havirg deserted his follow- 
ers, as Admiral da Gama deserted hia officers 
and men on the harbor fleet. The insurgent 
sailors here will be pardoned, but their 
ofScers will be oourt-martialled.

The 
action in this oase was brought against one 
S. E, Mitchell in connection with two lots 
in the city of Vancouver. The trial took 
place before Hon. Mr. Justice Walkem in 
Vanocnver, who directed that the agree- 
ment of sale, which was contained in a 
serioe of letters, should bo rescinded, and 
assessed the damages at $7,S00, payable 
by the defendant to the plaintiffs. 
From this judgment the defendant 
appealed upon tho foUowitg among 
other grounds, that tho contract, if 
any eatabliahed, was one with the Canadian 
Pacific rollway and not with the plaintiffs; 
that if it can bo stated that there was by 
tho parties to take the agreement out of the 
statute of frauds, ib was only referable to 
tho contract with tho Canadian Pacific rail way 
and not with the plaintiffs; that in any case 
the sum assessed as damages was so aaaessed 
on a wrong principle, and aa to a portion 
chciroof, too remote. Mr. L. G. MoPhillips, 
Q C, and Mr. A. McPhillipa argued the 
case for the appellant, and Mr. £, P. Davis 
for the respondent, 

(Full Court: Present. Hon. Justices Walkem, 
Crease and McCreight.) 
Dohaon v. Armstrong — This wus an op- 
peal from tho judgment of Hon. Mr. 
Justice Drake in an action brought by tho 
plaintiff against the defendant, who was 
acting sheriff of Vancouver, to recover poa- 
Bosaion money received by the sheriff pend- 
ing interpleader prooeodinga. At tho trial 
tho defence relied upon was that tho defend- 
ant, under tho County Court act, waa 
entitled to notice of action, and that no 
such notice had been given. Tho matter 
was referred by tho trial judge to the regis- 
trar to ascertain the facta and report thereon. 
It waa found as a fact that possession money 
had been received by the shcrifT when no 
one was in actual possession. After hearing 
argument tho court held that tho defendant 
would have been entitled to notice of action 
had the question been one of faot, but that 
having wrongly interpreted the law with 
respect to bis right to possession money be 
was not entitled to notice of action, and the 
appeal must therefore be dismissed. Mr. 
Charles Wilson for appellant, and Mr. E. P. 
Duvis for respondent. 



NEW SODTH WALES POLITICS. 

Narrow Kacnpo From a Government Defeat 
Over the Ilelnstatemeut of a 
Minister. 

New South Wales political aflFiirs con- 
tinue to bo in a very unsettled condition, 
and a change of government appears to be 
very generally anticipated as a result of the 
general elections to be held - this month. 
Tho mails by the Warrimoo bring the 
sequel to tho story told a month ago of the 
reeignation of the Minister for Landa, Hon. 
Mr. Copeland, and in one paper tho inci- 
dent is thus reviewed : 

The assembly met (on January 17) to pre- 
pare tho addreaa in reply to the speech from 
the throne. The leader of the opposition 
movtid the addition of certain words expres- 
sive of the unjustifiable action of ministers 
in advising the prorogation of parliament on 
S h December lastj-and an animated discus- 
sion was suddenly brought to a close by at- 
tention being oalled to the condition of the 
Minister for Lands, who was addressing the 
house in what was described as *'an intoxicat- 
ed'Oonditloh." A scene ensued and the house 
was adjourned, prior to whieh, by order of 
<the Speaker, the minister in .question was 
removed from the house for the rest of the 
day'a sitting. On the IStb, when Parlia- 
ment again met, tha minister in question 
apoIo(;laod for his action of the previous 
day, and announced he bad resigned his 
portfolio. The debate on the address in 
reply was resumed, and when the amend- 
ment moved by the leader of the opposition 
waa put to the vote, the result was G7 votea 
for the government aud 06 for the opposi- 
tion. Parliament adjourned until Tuesday, 
the 23rd. 

On tho 18th the Premier announced that 
tho Miuiater for Landa bud handed in his 
rcaignation of hia portfolio, and certainly 
inferentially led tho public to believe it waa 
accepted. Oq the reasaembling of parlia- 
ment on the 23rd ult. , Sir George Dibbs 
said : " Since tho house adjourned on 
Thursday night the cabinet has had full op- 
portunity ot considering the whole of tho 
circumatancoa surrounding tho position of 
the Lands department, and the amount of 
work which my colleague has had, which ia 
to a largo extent in au unfinished state; 
and, having fully weighed tho whole of tho 
oiroumstances, tho cabinet has arrived at 
tho concluaioa that tho beat interests of tho 
country at large and the intercatsof the house 
will be served by the government declining to 
accept Mr. Copcland's resignation. 

The member who, on the 18th ult., oalled 
attention to tho state of the Minister for 
Lands, gave notice of motion as follows : 
" That the action of tho government in re- 
instating Mr. Copeland as Minister for 
Landa merits the condemnation of tho 
house." The Premier, who was disposed to 
treat the matter lightly, as might well be 
supposed after having condoned tho offence 
complained of, decided to' let the motion 
come off on Wednesday, the 31st alt., when 
attention waa oalled by a government sup- 
porter to the' presence of Btrangera in the 
house.

PARLIAMENT OPENED. 

The Dominion Parliament meets to-day. 
Tlie session wiili no doubt, be a most im- 
portant one. Tariff revision will bo the 

chief work of the session. The whole 
country ia anxiously waiting to aeo what the 
tariff policy of the Government ia to be. It 
is somewhat singular that tarifF revision or 
tariff reform ia juat cow the principal plank 
In the platforms of tho two great parties. 
What the Government proposes to do 
will, of course, bo diaapprovod by 
tho loading politicians of tho Oppoeition ; 
but the probability ia that if they were in 
poiver and had a carle blanche from tho peo- 
ple, the tarilf that ihey would^frame would 
not differ in any essential respeot from the 
Government's revised tariff, for, in spite of 
the loud talk of theXiberal ngitatorp, there 
are v«ry few free traders in the country. 
Liberals are Protectioniata as well as Con- 
servatives, and a jadiotoua reviaion of tbo 
proteotive tariff is far more likely to give 
eatidfaotion to the whole country than one 
l>ased upon the principles of fies trade. 

THE WaLLlNQTON OUTRAQB. 

It is impossible to imagine a moro horrible 
crime than that committed by aomo vindic- 
tive miscreant in Wellington. Tho wretch 
who could place a deadly bomb beoido a 
house in which men, women and children 
were peacefully sleeping in fancied security, 
with the intention of murdering them. Is not 
fit to bo treated as a human being. Ho ia 
more murderously cruel and infinitely more 
dangerous than tho Bercoat bsast of prey. 
He ia not fit to live among men. Ho ahould 
be hunted out of hia hiding place, wherever 
it may be, and punished as be deserves. 
We havo no doubt that the authorities will 
do all in their power to discover the perpe- 
trator of the inhuman act. Tho diacovciy of 
such a criminal will no doubt bo diliioult. He 
worked in secrecy and placed hia engine of 
death and deatruotion in position under the 
cover of darkness. Bat it often happens 
that the precautions which the most cun- 
ning of criminals take to hide their tracl s 
are unavailing Thoy, by eomo apparent y 
aimplo miatako or oversight, betray Iheni- 
Holvo?. It takoa but a very slight hint to 
put the olficera of justice on thu right track, 
and when they once get u clue, they follow it 
up oagerly and persistently, until they 
obtain evidence suiHoient to convict. It is 
greatly to be hoped that the perpetrator of 
the dynamite outrogo in Wellington will 
soon be diaoovered. Every ono in the com- 
raunity is interested in finding out who tho 
guilty man ia and in bringing him to justice, 
British Columbia cannot afford to harbor 
dynamitora. 

POLITICAL FISIIISRMEN. 

The Opposition aro proceeding in the 
Nokuap ond Slooan niattei', as thoy no doubt 
believe, very aatutely. It ia easy to aoo that 
they do not oonaider themselves prepared to 
go on with the debate. They were most re. 
luotant to begin it and quite as relnotant to 
continue it. Mr. Beaven proceeds on the 
uaaunjption that there ia something wrong 
about tho way in which the buaineas 
was transacted. Hia attitude ia ono 
of auapioion. He finda it impoasihle to show 
that there are reasonable grounds for hia 
suspicions. But he does not despair. Ho 



VIGOROUS TREATMENT. 

The San Francisco Argonaut is oourage- 
oua in its treatment of subjeota regarded aa 
ticklish by ordinary journala. It ia uoL 
troubled with doubts, and gives its opinion 
without hesitation or quulifioitiou of any 
kiud. lb appears to take a delight in at- 
taeking tho cherished convictions of human- 
itarian Bontimontalista. In its issue of tho 
12th inst., it deals with the (|ue3tioa of tho 
corporal punishment of brutal crimiuals, 
and in doing ao, it vigorously defends 
spanking, whipping and caning young 
offenders, as well as flogging criminals who 
have arrived at years of maturity. Speak- 
ing of the extreme tondor-heartednoss of tho 
average editor, it saya ; 

One would think from the ahrink- 
ing delicaey which he dioplaya about 
tho subject, that corporal punishment 
hid diaappeared from the United 
Scatoa. But thia wo can searcely believe. 
In the infantile period thero are atill many 
milliona of young Americana of both aexea 
who are aaai Juously spanked by flushed and 
justly irritated mothers ; in this adolescent 
period thero are equal numbers of Amerioan 
.boys who are soundly thrashed by grim ngd 
angered American papas. Yet the viotims 
of both spanking and thrashing do not 
suffer. On the contrary, it improvoa them, 
and those children who are properly dia- 
ciplinod grow into valuable membera of the 
community. Out of tho seventy milliona of 
people in this country, probably uineteon- 
twentiotha received physical correction dur- 
ing childhood and adolescence. In other 
words, aixty-eix milliona five hundred 
thousand have been spanked. It 
did not degrade them. Criminals 
are in a state of moral infancy. 
Why ahould physical correction degrade 
them ? Aro they too good for that which 
was good for all of us who wore healthy (and 
therefore headstrong) American boys ? . . 
. . If whipping in reformatories ia cruel, 
if flogging in penitentiariea ia brutal, then 
spanking in uuraeriea ia inhuman. Let it 
bo aboliBhed — but only ia tho homes of the 
acotimontalista, bo it underatood. Else- 
where throughout thia broad land wo hope 
and trust spanking will prevail. 

Thero is a good deal in ihli appeal to tho 
experience cf the vast majority of tho 
readera of the Argonaut, whether in the 
United States or Canada or any other 
English-speaking country. The " rod " is a 
very anoient instilution, and its virtuea 
have boon inaiated upon by wise men 
in all ages. Ia it not more reason- 
able to onclude that dialik" to the 
infliction of physical pain for correctional 
and reformatory purposes is the growth of 
weak and uuhealtby sentiment, than that 
those who have resorted to it in ao many 
countries for so many ages have been mis- 
taken. We would aak again, ia not the 
abandonment of punishments which, though 
severe, have been proved to he efficacious in 
certain oaaea, not only foolish but injurious 
to society*? It ts well known that the only 
way to reach tho moral senae of some brutes 
in human shape ia by the application of the 
scourge. Tho pain they feel oonvincea them 
that tho crimo they have committed is a 
heinous one, and t\a,\i it will not be safe to 
commit it again. This wholesome convic- 
tion could nob bo instilled into their minds 
by any other instrumentality, Coddling 
wife-beaters, those who commit out- 
rages on children, and othera who 
have rendered themselves Ibble to punish- 
ment by acta of violence and cruelty, 
is simply to enooursge tbem to repeat their 
abominable offences. Such offenders should 
bo made to fed, from the moment their 
guilt li brought home to them, that they 
havo committed crimes which all decent 
people view with utter reprobation, and 
that those who commit them deserve and 
will have to suffer what they themselves re- 
gaid as the severest of all punisbments. In 
such casos, mercy to ruthless cffeoders is 
cruelty to their viotinia, aotual and pos- 
sible. 



verts. There was a^ time when, in large 
aections of Canada West, tho opinion of the 
average man was never formed on a publio 
issue till tho mail and the weekly edition of 
Gsorgo Brown's paper had arrived. Thia 
overmastering influence had begun to slip 
away, however, even in tho latter days of 
Mr. Brown's life. Thu country was rapidly 
growing, other able compatitora were in tho 
field, and it was beginning to be recognized, 
oven atnong Reformers, as the Liberals 
called thoniaclvea, that there might ha aides 
to a question whioh George Brown did not 
sea. When he died, under oircuniitaDcea 
which all lamented, the Globe, though still 
a leader In the ranks of tho Ontario press, 
had lost muoh of ita special predominance. 
The revolution that changed tho newspaper 
from beinc; an organ voicing tho sontimeuts 
of ono iniud, with the editor'o opinion tho 
first thing looked for, into the production of 
many minda with the news the feature of its 
dully isauos, had boon in operation, and aa 
it progressed tho one-man power dooliaod. 
Not again will the country see n journal 
dominated by one man dominating a politi- 
cal party, and through itj domicatiog the 
course of legislation and settling tho fate of 
ministers. The change, however, is for the 
better. If there were giants in thoao days 
they were vindictive giants. It ia lue 
fashion to rail at the bitterness of the party 
press. Xha sayings of the party newspapers 
about each olber to-day no more compare 
with the aiterances of the same kind our 
fathers were abcustomed to than vinegar 
does with vitriol. A new generation has 
grown up, which has begun to recognize 
that men may differ one from the other on 
public questions and' both aides bo honest. 
Perfonul abuse ia being eliminated from dis- 
cus?iou. Argument is addressed to tho in- 
t'Olligenoe of the reader. Appeal to hia 
prejudice is becoming less common. In eon 
(lemuiug a publio iiir.n it ia hia publio nets 
that are hold up for publio reprobation. An 
opponent's ability and good qualities are 
I'ocogniz'jd, and aomotinies even praised. 

Tho Globo, since it has passed from the

MAEME MOVEMENTS. 

Tlie story of the "Pnebla's" Mishap 
as Told by the Fassen* 
firers.

J. Maw, of the firm of Rosa & Maw, Win- 
nipeg ; John McLean, proprietor of the 
Occidental hotel, QuesnoUo ; John Hawke, 
of tbe Sprinfiold farm, Soda Creek; John 
Kirk up, government agent at :Bevelatoke, 
and Mr. Brown, miner, of Barker vllle, were 
among the paaaengera who left for San 
Franoisoo on the Walla Walla last evening. 
They wore among those who left hero on 
tho steamer City of Puobla on Friday. even- 
ing, and consequently know something oon- 
corning the tuscidenb wbioh befel tbe veaael 
off Cape Flottery. Mr. Maw, in speaking 
of tho Puebla'a ' adventure, said, 
last evening, that although thoro 
wore a large number of passengers 
on board the steamer- at the time of 
ber misfortune, not more than a few were 
well enough to realize the danger of 
their position. He, however, was one who 
not being sick was able to know exactly 
what took plaoe. On leaving here, ho says, 
everything wont smoothly until about 
thirty-five miles off Destruction Island. It 
was after 8 o'clock next morning when ho 
and thoao in his company discovered that 
the steamer wag making no lioadway. They 
interviewed Capt. Debncy, tbo Puebla'a 
skipper, as to tho reason of tho stoppage, 
and wore told that tho vessel's crank pin 
had broken, leaving her dia-iblod. Tho 
Captain, although too well awaro of tho 
danger, acted very cooly, and in reply to 
tho II (juirioa made of him Hnid ho waa hope- 
ful of being picked up by some steamer, os 
ho waa right in the way of navigation. 
After waiting in vdiu nearly all day for 
tho eight of a call, Firat Mate 
\Viiiett,with four men, lowered a small boat 
and started for Neuh Bay at about l 
o'clock. From thero tiioy expected to send 
word in for a tug boat), but in this under- 
t iking ihey failed. It waa nearly fifteen 
minutes before they could get away from 
tlio ship's side, and wlien they finally did 
got away from tho vessel, a huge wave car- 
ried them up about tifry feet above her. Aa 
darknoaa came on tho small boat began 
leaking so badly that at last it kept one 
man bailing out water while tho others 
pulled with all their might for shore. 

After working six hard hours in thia way, 
the men's strength had become almost ex- 
hausted, and had it not been that tho 
Amoricau tug Wanderer picked them up 
they would probably havo boon lost, aa they 
had not made more than one mile of tQe'f^; 
distance. In the meanwhile the Puebla 
kept drifting towards sbore, and Mr. Maw 
says that the vessel when finally resoned 
was about four miles diatant 'rom tbe rodka 
of Destruction Island. Oa Sunday morn- 
ing at 8 o'olock the steam collier 
Costa Rica was sighted and hailed 
by the Puebla, and shortly afterwards 
tho Montaerrat came alongside, being bound 
south with a cargo of coal. The Costa Rica 
paesed her hawser twioo to tho disabled 
steamer, but on each occasion tbo line 
broke, and aa being unablo to ofTer further 
aBHiatanoo proceeded on her voyage north. 
Whilo tho work was going on the Montaer- 
rat lay hovo to a short distance off, and on 
teeing tho fruitless attempts of tho Co3ta 
Rica her captain mado arrangements with 
Capt. Debnoy to tow tho Puobla into a safe 
harbor for tho sum of §30,000. A 
lino waa then passed botvpeen tbe 
two ships, but in tho heavy strain 
on it it broke. A second hawser was imme- 
diately used, but it also bioko. Tho third, 
however, stood tho strain, aa more caution 
was used. Tho Montaerrat, being well 
loaded down, was able to accomplish more 
than tbe Coat Rica, and bucceoded in keep- 
ing the Puebla from drifting until tho tug 
Wanderer came to the rescue oa Sunday 
afternoon. When tho latter arrived all 
thoao on board tho Puobla felt in 
good spirits, but when they saw 
the tug's hawser break they feared 
that their last resource was gone. This 
fear, however, soon vanished aa tho tug 
passed two more Unes-r-one of steel and the 
othor a manilta. Slow but sure progress 
wai then made until a seoond tug came to 
the assistance. 

On the way to Port TowDsend tho pas- 
aengera on tho Puebla held a meeting and 
adopted tho f.illowing rcsoiutions, E. 
Bloomfield acting as secretary : 

' Resolved, That this mcetinp; of tho pasaen- 
Rors of tho steamship City of f'uobla, on voyage 
No 153, choose to express their apprcclmlon 
ot the admirable manner and cool oourago dU- 
jlayed by Capt. Debney in tbo manogemout ot 
lis Bhip during the reeent unfortunate mishap 



and tho ciltlcnl conditions in wliich it haa boon 
placed; and, further, in expressing our tbanka 
to him wo wish to alato that ho has shown ox- 
coodhiKly good euro of tho paasonaiorH, and a 
calamity has probably boon averted ; and it is 
furlliur 

' UcHOlvod, That a copy of tho forcKoing bo 

Sroporly engrossed and forwarded to Cnpt. 
lobnoy at an early dato." 
The following was also adopted : 
"Resolved, Tnatat tho meeting of llio pas- 
Bongers of I ho steamship City ot Puebla, on 
voyago l.')3, tlio thanks of tho passengers bo 
tendiioil to Kirot O/lIoer Walter Willott, ljuar- 
.Blora Dan McICinloy and Charles Hiirg, 
una Hailors Charles t'liul and Goorgo Uordon- 
fnr their prompt pcr/uriiianeo of duly and 
huroio CLinducl in leaving lliu ship wliilo high 
sous wore running to roa- h a point of aasiatanco 
Homo twenty miloa diatant: and, further, that 
a suitable token of appreouUoa bo presented 
to each Of tho af oiesald." 

A purse oontaininf: $27.50 was presented 
to Mate Willett by tbe grateful passengers, 
and the four aailora mentioned in tho resolu- 
tion received ouch a §5 gold pii co. 

The Puobla ia to go to San Francisco for 
repairs, according to instructions from Good- 
all, Perkins & Co. Tho San Francisco tug- 
boat Fearleaa ia now on tho way to tho 
Sound for that purpose and will arrive this 
evening if nothing detoins her. Tlio Fear- 
leaa brought up a lumber vessel to Humboldt 
bay and her master waa wired thoro to come 
to tho Sound after tho Puebla, Tho tow lo 
San Francisco can ba made in four or five 
days if tho weather is favorable for towing 
in that direction. Ordinarily the breaking 
of a crank piuia not an exponaivo aCfiir, but 
with such vessels aa the Puebla it meana a 
good deal, The atoel broken ia 17 inohea in 
dlamoter and ia a nice job for the maobiniata. 
So far aa known that ia tbe only damage to 
tlio veaaeL She is now lying at Port! Town- 
send. This is the firat acoident of conae- 
quanoo to tho Pacific Coast Stoamahip Com- 
pany hereabouts for a long timo.

DErAETMHNTAL IIEI'OIITS. 

Dr. ^YATT moved : That In oooordance 
with the prttotico in thia and other provincoa, 
and in the Dominion, but for the more 
tiBoIent carrying out thereof, it bo an order 
of thia house thut as soon as the Fublio Ac- 
oountfl or other dopirtmental reports are 
printed and ready for distribution, the 
Queen's Printer be and is hereby directed 
to send a copy to each of the members of 
this house and to the varioua newspapers 
and public libraries in the province. 

Hon. Mb. Beaven said it appeared to 
him that this proposition was not quito 
courteous to the representatives of Her 
Majesty in this province, to whom such re- 
porta should bo presented beforo distribu- 
tion. He therefore moved in omondment 
■' to the efftct that a respectful address be 
presented to His Honor stating thdt this 
^; house is of opinion that as soon bb possible 
after being printed, and having been pre- 
^ aented to His Honor, ho might be pleased to 
: ■* have the departmental reports laid before 
each member of the house, 

Hon. Mb. Vebnok said he had not notic- 
ed the wording of the original resolution, 
bat he approved of the object aouKht to be 
attained, and thought that the amendment 
moved, b; tbe leader of the opposiiipn should 
be adopted aa inore o'ourteoua to His Honor. 

The amendment, and the resolution a« 
amended, were adopted. 

I.NDIAN RESERVATION. 

Dr. Watt moved; Whereas mmy 
of the Indian roaervations throughout 
the province, eBpeoially in the interior, com- 
prise vast areas of the beat agricultural lands 
which are either altogether uncultivated by 
the Indians, or if cultivated thon in many 
cases in such a slovenly woy as to ijjuro 
rather than to improve the land, aeedicg it 
as well as adjoining property with noxious 
weeds ; and whereas in most oases a much 
smaller area would auffioe for the wants of 
the Indians, and the surplus if thrown open 
for settlement by whites would bo of per- 
manent advuntoge to the province : There- 
fore resolved that in the opinion of this 
house steps should be at once taken to ac- 
quire back the interest of the tribes in 
those reservations or portions thereof suit- 
able- for agriculture on equitable terms of 
purchase or exobange, and that thereupon 
such re-acquired lands be thrown open for 
settlement on snbh teriua as may be agreed 
upon. 

Hon Mb. Yesnok eave an interesting 
review of ' the oiroumatancee attending the 
eatabliahment of the Indian reservations, 
. and of the progreBB in oultivatloh made by 
the Indians. He pointed Oat| however, 
that they and their reserves are onder the 
care of the Dominion governiuent> and that 
therefore it would be uaeles's to pass this 
resolution. 

The Spkaker ruled the resolution out of 
order, as contemplating an expenditure of 
public money. 

LIBOR BUREAU, 

Mr. Forster moved : Whereas a return 
of the house has been gr.inted showing, 
among other things, a detailed statement 
of the expenditure in connection with 
the working of the bureau of labor 
statiBtios J and whereas in said statement 
certain items appear aa follows : Collector 
of statistics, 7th September to ,31st October, 
1S9;5, at §100 per month, S179 92 ; clerk, 
7th September, 1893, to Zlat January, 189-t, 
at §60 per month, 5J288.

ot 855,000; 

Aim' Wbsbbas. It snm ot 

82,835.38 to fao raised annually by rate for the 

payment of such now debt and inioreat ; 

And WriEiiE.ia, The whole ratable land and 
improvements or real property of the said Cor- 
poration ot the Olliy-'of.yiotorift according to> 
tho last revised 'a'asessnient roll" for the yoatf 
1893,18 818,511,112; 

And WiiKiiE.vs, It will require an annual 
rate or 10-100 of one mill in the dollar for paying 
snpli new debt and interest ; 

Be it TnEREPOKB Enacted by tho Muni- 
cipal Council ot tho Corporation ot the City 
of Victoria as follows : 

Sec. 1. It shall bo lawful for tho Mayor of tho 
Corporation ot tho City of Victoria to borrow 
upon tho credit of tho aaid Corporation by way 
of tho dobonturos hereinafter mentioned, from 
any person or persons, body or bodies corpo- 
rate, who may bo willing to advanoj the same

Seo. 7. For tho purpose of payment of tho

bRESSMAKER8^, SCHOOLS AND "MIL- 
LINERY INStlTUTES" FOR GIRLS. 



Iiubclla Proctor Gives Her Kxperieuco — A 
Crylus Need of the Day — HandluraCts 
For Poor Girls— Xlme'and'BXi>nerXIiro-irn 
Away. 

Trndo schools for ■v\'onicn arc one of 
tlio crying needs of the day — places 
Wber&poor girls may, I^arir some handi- 
craft "by menns of which they may earn 
n living. So ovideiifc Is this necessity 
that not only havo a number of prac- 
tical schools of various trades hoeu start- 
ed, hut a largo crop of so called "insti- 
tutes" has sprung ap liko a lot of mush- 
rooms and with uo firmer basis. This 
is the more nnfortunnto In that to the av- 
erage young woniim who wishes to learn 
a trade tlio :iionoy for taitioii coinos 
with diiliciilty, and if the expenditure 
goes for nothing it is a serious matter 
to her. Sho naturally expects that if 
she works diligently tho course of lessons 
will give her a degree of knowledge and 
practice that will nt least fit hor to oc- 
cupy a place among tho lowest wngo 
earners of her trade. But it is too often 
tho case that she ends by knowing very 
little more than she did when she began. 

The writer has had oxperionco of two 
such estahli.shnients in Now York city. 
Tho Urat wa.s that of a dressmaker. Sho 
was a haiulsomo old lady, to whom her 
pupils were of mnch less importance 
than her cnstomors. Sho cut to measure 
and taught a "sy.stom" which eho pro- 
fessed to havo invented herticlf. Tho 
systeu) was a good one, but as its in- 
vention mast have involved a consider- 
able aplitade for mathuniaties, and tho 
old lady was very ignorant, thero is 
room for doubt as to its authorship. 
At any rate, sho understood it thorough- 
ly, and when she had time sho imparted 
its gt'iieral principles to some of her 
pupils. Sbo was so eager to work for 
customers that she usually kept the 
girls busy as mere seamstresses. In 
other words, instead of paying her sew- 
ing wonieii ^ihii was paid Ijy tboni. Tho 
whole cstablishmout was a scono of 
chaos, with no method except that by 
which the garments were cut. No ma- 
terial was over in the samo place twice. 
Flatirons, tho great aid to neat dress- 
making, were seldom hot when nouded, 
and if hot they were dirty. There was 
a dearth of i)ins and a paucity of in- 
struction, and to a young woman lack- 
ing tho deftness of- home experience, as 
BO many poor and ill educated girls do, 
tho outloolv must havo been discourag- 
ing. Thero was this much in favor of 
the place — that there was something tan- 
gible to learn if one conld only got hold 
of it. A girl with no previous prac- 
tice, however, wants something besides 
general principles — sho wants thorough 
personal instruction, and If she pays 
for it sho ought to havo it. 

Thesecond establishment wasa "mil- 
linery institute, " ono of tho many which 
havo been extensively advertised lately. 
A shop was in cpinicction with tho 
school, and orders were also taken, and 
tho proprietor of tho triple alliance 
:epent so mnch time in the shop and 
With the order customers that she had 
almost uo loisuro to give to her pupils. 
They woro penned up in a snnill, 
skylighted back room without ven- 
tilation, half of them with nothing 
to do, while the milliner sat in the store 
down stairs. Girls eager to learn wonld 
remain two and three hours at a time 
utterly idle because no orders nor shop 
hats, the only work with which tho 
school wn§ supplied, were given them 
to make — or mar. Most of tho pupils 
were poor, and many of them canio 
from out of tho city, and their tuition 
mouoj- and carfare woro utterly wasted 
day after day. Occasionally tho milli- 
ner would tell a girl to take a piece of 
muslin and practice making a bow, but 
as sho did not toll tho girl how to go to 
work the latter might as well havo tried 
to learn by lierself at homo for nothing. 
Eacli pntiil wa.s snpposud to bring her 
own scissors and thimble, but unless she 
also brought milliner's needles, pinch- 
ers, thread and pins she scon found 
herself at a Ktandstill in what littlo 
work sho was given to do. 

The writer was early taught to make 
and sew on velvet folds — it took perhaps 
an hour to learn — and being rapid at it 
alwaj-s had it to do when sho had any 
work at all. That was alniost tho only 
thing sliu learned during tho four or si.': 
weeks spent in that crowded and stuily 
room wliero tlio girls ate their lunch- 
eon on tlio w(nktal,4'J heaped with rib- 
bons, velvet:; and iiowors in destructivo 
confusion, and whoro all tho phases of 
domestic lilo went on beyond a parti- 
tion feet liigli. Thero were not hooks 
enough for tho girls' own hats and coals 
nor sound ohaiis eiiongh for all to sit 
upon. All linifo plaiting had tobo.dono 
by hand bccanso tlio plaitor was lost 
or broken long ago, and there was sel- 
dom an iron and never a board to press 
it when it was done. In fact, the mis- 
tress of tho "institute" fulfilled hardly 
any portion of hor contract except tho 
receiving of tliumonoy. Sho guarantees 
to find positions for pupils "when com- 
petent," but how long would it take a 
girl to' become competent under such 
laclc of instruction? 

It is the siuno with many persistently 
advertised typewriting ami stenography 
schools. They aro uioro traps to secure 
the money of unsuspecting and too often 
needy persons. When that is obtained, 
tho pupils are welcomo to teach each 
other what they can with the aid of a 
few dogs' cared books. 

Everybody, ricn or poor, should learn 
trade, but nobody should pay to enter 
A trade school without first ascertaining 
all the particulars regarding itsinstroc- 
tion rooms and managoniont and if 
there is any prospect of receiving an 
adequate amount of toachiug for the tu- 
ition fee.

Seattle, March 14.— Five pasaengers of 
the City of Puebla arrived in tho olty yes- 
terday and registered b6 the - Arlington. 
They are all from Brltieh Columbia and aro 
on the way to the Midwinter Fair. They 
are : Mr. and Mrs. John McLean, pro- 
prietora of the Occidectal hotel at Qaesnelle 
Mouth J John Bowron, Rold oommiaaioner of 
tho Curiboo district ; J. Kirkup, Govern- 
nionc agent at Revolatoke ; and J. F. 
Hawkca, farmer and miner at Springfield 
farm. Mr. Hawkos and Mr. McLean are 
tho only ones of tho live who will go to San 
Franolaco on tho Wftllu Walla. iSpoaking 
of tho members of tho party laat night, 
Mr. Hawkca eaid : 

" Tho Govornmont oflioials are on limited 
leave of abaenco. Mr. McLean and myself 
are going to stick to the' fortunes of the 
Pacific Gnaat Stoamahip company and leave 
by tho WuUu Wnlla in tho morning, and 
hope to meet the bulauco of the party the 
the latter part of tho week." 

Mr. Bowron's home is at Barkorvillo, and 
ho is both Govorinnonfc ugent and gold com- 
mlaaioiior of tho Cariboo diatriob, tho richest 
ill liritiah Columbia. Ho eays that more 
gold has been taken out of tho same extent 
of territory on Williams creek than at any 
other place in tlie world, a atrip of land a 
mile and a half long by twenty foot wide 
having yielded over $20,000,000 siuoo 
1SG2. It is all placer mining, the (juartz 
not being worked on account of the diffi- 
culty of getting in machinery over the 250 
milca of road from the Canadian Pacific 
railroad. Mr. Bowron says that this year a 
large amount of capital, aomo from Seattle 
and Tk;;onia, is coming into the country, 
while heretofore the dlalirlob haa bad to de- 
pend largely on its own reaoQrooa for de- 
velopment, 

Mr. Hawkea, speaking of Mr. Rlrknp 
last night, aaid : 

" Mr. Kirkup, more commonly known aa 
' Jack ' Kirkup, is Government agent at 
Revelatoko and general preaorver of the 
peace. For a mora full account of him I 
refor you to Frederick Remington's ekotch 
in Harpor'a Magazine, October, 1891. Jack 
intcndu, if he can set there, to take in a 
large olice of the Mldvinter Fair and Mid- 
way Plaisande.Bnd Bome of 'Frisoo, and we 
think, if hia hc»Uh doean't fail, he will

Mr. Hawkea ia on his way to San Fran- 
cisco in the intereat of a adbeme to take the 
gold out of tho Little Sweet river, emptying 
into tho Fraser about 100 milea north of 
Cariboo, by tho dredging procosa now being 
suocesefully operated in Now Zealand, from 
which country he has copies of olfioial re- 
ports on the subject in his pocket. Ho has 
obtained a ten-mile lease of tho bed of the 
Littlo Smoky from the government, and 
knows " there's miliiona in it." While 
comirg^down from the Cariboo district he 
inapectad aome of the dredges already at 
work.

A BY-LAW 

Respecting tho Management and Expendi- 
ture of tho Revenue and Money be- 
longing to the Corporation : 

The Municipal Council of tho Corporation of 
tho City of Victoria enacts as follows : 

Seo. 1. It shall bo lawful for ibo Tronsuror to 
pay from time to time tho amounts which be- 
come necessary for tho aorvlccs inoutioned in 
the Statement lettered A in the scliedulo horO' 
to annexed. 

Heo. 2. It shall bo lawful for tho Treasurer to 
pay from time to time auch auma ot money aa 
are named aa being payaUo.to tho roproscnta- 
tivea of the Corporation" mentioned in the 
Statement lettered B in tho achednle hereto 
annexed : Prorlded that the auma in each oaso 
so paid during tho yoar do not exceed in tho 
ogKregato tho total sum ot money authorized 
by eub-soctlon CO of section 101 o£ tho " Munici- 
pal Act, IS32," and by By-law No. 176 1883, 52, or 
sub-section C7 ot section 101 ot tho same Act, aa 
amended by Bcctlou lU of the "Municipil Act 
Aniondmonc Act, 1SU3," and by By-lav.'

It shall bo lawful tor tho Treasurer to 
pay to 09ch offloer ot tho Corporation a aum of 
monoy not exceeding enoh. month the aum men' 
tionod aa allowable to each such ofiSoer as per 
detailed atotomont lettered and Vote No. 62 
Statement J, In the aohedola hereto annexed 
Provided that the Bum paid for each month's 
services is not In excess of the monthly sura 
named in the aiM statemonta (unleastho Coun- 
cil of the Corporation othcrwlao aithorizo), 
and provided tliat boforo nmlslnR the payment 
tho Auditor Img marked hij iniliala against 
tho total amount of tho vouchor to certify to 
ita correctness. 

Seo. 4. It shall bo lawful to pay Buch sums 
of money aa may bo authorized from time to 
time by reaolntion ot the CounoU of tho Corpo- 
ration as are act forth In approved reqnial- 
tiona, and for which warrants have been au- 
thorized by the Council to be laauod for the 
services mentioned In tho Statomonta lettered 
D, K, F, II, and VotOB No3. 30 to 59, both In- 
clusive, with tlio exception of votes 51 and 
in ytivtonicnt lo'torod G, end Votes No.03to 
No. 07, both Incluaive, in Statement lettered J. 
in the schedule hereto annexed : Provided that 
before making tho payment tho Auditor has 
marked hia iniliala against tho total amount of 
tho vouchor to certify to ita correctness, and 
that the Council havo authorized the payment, 
and that the turns paid and authorized aro not 
in o»ch case in tho aggregate in excess ot the 
sum named in the abovo votes and atatomenta.

Civic Compared With Private Owner 
ship of the Street 
Service. 



The near approach of tho day when the 
ratepayers will oast thoir votes for or against 
tho new oleotrio light by-law, makes tho 
subject juat at present what may lairly bo 
nailed a burning .quesiion. among oitizen 
who take an interest in civio affairs. There 
are a good many reasons advanced as to tho 
economy of the oity doing its own street 
lighting as gathered from interviowa with 
leading oUizena, among them Mr. E. Crow 
Baker, president of tho Victoria Lighting 
Co. One gentleman who has had oonslder 
able experience in electric affairs, bases bis 
lirgumeuta on various' conoliiaioDS drawn 
from the experienoo of others.' In the first 
ho pointed out that the report of the U. S. 
Henuto committee, made to Congress in 
1892, showed that, out of 50 cities oonaid- 
ored, 125 rentipg thsir electric lights from 
private ooii.p.irjifs and 25 owning and oper- 
ating their nivn pi inr-, tho cost; of the light 
wiia from 15 to 20 per cent, less in thoao 
ci;iis that owno I their plant. Then a 
ci'y owoiijg its own Biraob lighting plant 
c in from ttio H irno otutiiin light ita other 
«c;rk5<, public liuiUlit'f;!!, olfioeu and so on, 
U"d make a largo savii;^' in comparison with 
I'liyii g gts or other iiliiimiianl from dealers. 

iliH [iiiblic lif;htiDg under tho im- 
ii.c'li itu ftiip rviaion of the Uiiy Council can 
bo iii.'irc easily con ti oiled. The city for 
example o'.\na its atreeta and would not be 
ham| er> d in the same way as a private com- 
pany in pl.icing its poU'8 and stringing wires. 
Tho city h-.ia another great advantage in not 
having to buy water, paying neither taxes 
nor licensee, „ad can borrow money at a fur 
less rate of intereat than a company would 
have to paj' ; there aro no profits to bo 
made for shareholders, and on tho wliole, if 
operated in u busincssliko and economical 
manner, the city can undoubtedly supply 
its street lighting at a less coat than uny 
one else. 

At the s&mo time to do tho work properly 
tho best modern engines and maohinery 
would bo required, in place of tho old anti- 
quated plant; now in uso. Tho economy in 
the fuel saved by modern engines would, 
however, more than pay the interest on their 
oost, so that a direct saving would bo maide 
by their purchase. Vvliilu bolieviug it ...is 
quite legitimatQ for tho city to supply its 
own street lighting, Mr. Baker, for one, bo 
licved that the city should not trench upon 
tho private lighting of residences or stores 
in competition with individual enterprise, 
holding that it would bo quite as legitimate 
for tho oity to go in for manufacturing shoes 
or any other commodity. 

Mr. Stickles, the Nanaimo oity electri- 
cian, who inspected tho oleotrio lighting 
plant here, in un interview in Nanaimo on 
tho question, commented somewhat at 
length on tho nuV.jact of municipal owner- 
ship, holding thar, while ho beiiovea in a 
city doing its own street lighting, it should 
not take up commercial lighting. Mr. 
Stickles argues that with exemption from 
taxation and water rateg and other advan- 
tages a municipal lighting station cvn, if 
properly managtd, easily undersell private 
concerns.
